After pointing out that there is no 
tribunal competent to hear such 
charges against the former emperor 
and no provision of international law 
covering such cases, the delegates 
said that Belgium expects that per-

powers should be placed on trial, as 
theft, murder and other ctimes com- 
mitted during the war does not re- 
lieve the criminals of responsibility. 

“If the commission desires to ar-

Raising Poultry 
For Profit 


(Continued from last week. ) 

The coop should be placed at the 
north end of the plot, and remain there 
until the litter in the run shows signe of 
foulness, when it should be removed 
sufficiently towards the south to leave 
the litter behind. This should be re- 
moved, the ground sprinkled with lime, 

levelled; slean fresh tte: 

The coop should be thus systematically 
moved along and the land cleaned, lim- 
ed, and dugovér until the south end of 
the plot is reached, by which time the 
portion first used at the north end will 
be fit for occupation again. As to how 
many times the coop can be moved 
along the plot, much will depend upon 
the size of the latter. Care should be 
taken to keep the inside of the coop 
clean by renewing the floor materia] and 
dusting the ben aid her brood occasion- 
ally with, insect powder to keep down 
undesirable pests. 

The chicks may have a feed of soft 
food for breakfast; but, apart from that, 
they should be given a variety uf grains, 
commencing with a good dry chick-tooa 
mixture, and increasing tle size of the 
grain as the chickens grow. 

Every bit of grain giyen to the chicks 
should be scattered among the litter in 
the run ‘to induce scratching exercise, for 
unless the little birds are well exercised, 
they will fail to thrive. Between all the 
daily rations, chopped grass or vegetables 
should be given. 

Anything in the way of edible garden 
produce will do. Pure water and fine 
grit should be constantly within reach of 
the chickens, and one must not forget to 
see that-the hen is regularly fed, 

When the chicks leave the Len they 
may still occupy the coop until ten or 
twelve weeks old, when they must have 
the full ran of the plot and be given a 
roomy house to sleep in. Vroperly 
managed on the lines indicated, a brood 
of chicks can be successfully reared on a 
remarkably smal! piece of ground.
